Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Vivid At Home 1 

is: Not Approved 


If Approval Refused, The Reasons for the Decision: 

After examining the mailing box in accordance with Reg 28(3)(a) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Regulations 1994, the Classification Office considers that if the mailing 
box were classified under si 3(1) of the Act, it would be classified under s23 of the Act as 
Objectionable, on the basis of its dominant effect. The predominant focus of the mailing box is the 
depiction of a woman’s genitalia without any reference, either pictorial or written, to the rest of her 
body. This is considered to be both demeaning and degrading towards the woman depicted in 
that she is reduced to a single orifice. It is also noted that this image appears as the main focus of 
both the front cover and the spines of the mailing box. Given that the dominant effect of the 
mailing box is the depiction of a demeaning and degrading image to contain and advertise a video 
recording, the film poster is not approved.
